It is not difficult tu stute the objectiors 
which a disinterested statesman of exper- 
jonco who was only waiching events wight 
bring against the Triple Alliance, ‘Phe first, 
perhaps the greatest, is that it must render 
war, if war should break aut, so fearfully 
big. Tf Germany, Austrix, aud Italy aro 
allied, they cannot be sttacked exeept by 
qudther-Altianes, and-another Alllance able | . 
to cape with them niust necessarily includo 
or draw with it the remainder of the Con- 
tinent. Wor under such circumstanges 
must be on o trewendous scale, must, in 
fact, invulve directly or indirectly the whole 
of civilised mankind, and must produce, for 
atime at‘all events, almost unequalled des- 
troction of tho conditions of civilisation. 
If one powor, however great, encounters 
another the remainder can lovk on, aud 
within their lounde progtess can be con- 
tinued ; but when all are engaged, the life
